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Some Brief Notes on the Dewhurst Scholars 


We make some notes here of the Dewhurst scholars, ‘The Dewhurst Family have a deep connection to the 
Universitics of Oxford and Cambridge, having matriculated at both Universities smee the Renazssance. ‘There 
is a possible earlier occurrence of a Dewhurst at the University of Cambridge in the fifteenth century but the 
record, ascnbed to a ‘Deuces’, contains no biographical information other than that he took his B.A, 1485-6, 
We have found no specific evidence to support that possibility; though we have examined numerous 
documents, where the Dewhurst name has been rendered in a similar way. Although we can idenufy our 
ancestors mn the records it 1s important to understand that our family was represented at the universities by 
several branches. ‘hey may not all have known one another as cousins but our research shows that all of the 
true Dewhursts are in descent of our distant agnatic ancestor Adam de le Deuhihurst. Several branches of 
our family have borne witness to the movements and currents of their days and have counted among their 
friends some of the interesting personalities of the history of Oxford and Cambridge. Other Dewhursts have 
achieved great success and accomplishment in their own scholarly fields. We will present the details of the 
Dewhurst scholars up to the fin de srecle but there have been other important Dewhurst scholars and we hope 
to document their contributions more fully m the future. We note, for example, that the scientist David John 
Dewhurst took a sabbatical year at the University of Cambridge’. Adopted by his Dewhurst kin, who were in 
descent of the Dewhursts of St Croix, he 1s recognised today as an important scientist and 1s remembered in 
the Australian Dictionary of Biography. Sir Jack Dewhurst was an eminent gynecologist? and a President of the 
Royal College of Gynecologists. In this very brief introduction we will identify the essential details of the 
Dewhursts at Oxford and Cambndge and make some mention of the Dewhursts at Glasgow, Trinity College 
Dublin and at the Inns of Court. At Oxford, the Dewhursts were at University College, Christ Church, St 
Mary Hall, Corpus Christi, Brasenosc, Wadham, Worcester and Pembroke. At Cambndge, we matriculated 
at Ouceen’s, Trinity, Peterhouse, St John’s, St Catherine’s and Corpus Christi. In total the records of twenty- 
eight members of our family are preserved in the registers. Fourteen at the University of Oxford and a 
further fourteen at the University of Cambridge. The entries in the Alwnni Oxonensis and the Aluwnni 
Cantabrigiensis in many cases give us useful biographical information. ‘Vhere is generally more information 
contained in the entries for the later Cambridge scholars in Venn. ‘There are mentions of entries to the Inns, 
several clergymen, medical doctors, ternational sportsmen, business men and academics. As we would 
expect some of the entries mention military service in the Great War. In some cases there 1s no record of a 


degree and in others several degrees are mentioned. Some of the men died tn college.

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Firstly we will account the carly Oxford alumm, beginning at page 400 of Foster*. The writer’s thirteenth 
great grand uncle, Robert Dewhurst, later Master of Rivington Grammar, was accounted Fellow of 
University College, Oxford in 1559. In 30 Jan 1562/3 he graduates B.A. On 30 Jun 1565 he proceeds M.A.. 
University College, the College of the Great Hall of the Unwersity of Oxford, has a claim to being the oldest college 
at the University. It was founded in 1249 by William of Durham®. ‘he writer is an alumnus of the University 
of Durham. Robert’s son, Giles Dewhurst, is a student at Christ Church in 1567. On 26 Jan 1570/1 he is 
awarded a B.A. and on 9 Mar 1573/4, an M.A.. An inventory of his goods is taken on 15 Oct 1577, 
following his death in college’. Giles’ private library is catalogued in Fehrenbach®, with an account by Rives 
Nicholson. Christ Church was founded in 1546 by King Henry VIII. The Great Dining Hall at Christ 
Church was used as the seat of the Parliament which King Charles estabhshed during the English Civil War.’ 
Lhe Dewhursts supported the Royalist position in the War.!? William Dewhurst of Dewhurst was a Lt. 
Colonel in the Royalist Army in the North.!! Several other Dewhursts served the King {ibid). On 19 Oct 
1599 Wilham Dewhurst, gentleman, our first cousin, thirteen generations removed, matriculates at St Mary 
Hall, at the age of eighteen years. ‘The entry states that he 1s the son and heir of John Dewhurst of Dewhurst 
Hall and that in 1601 he is at Gray’s Inn and the text refers us to Foster’s Gray’s Inn Register.!2 From 1326 to 
1545 St Mary Hall was associated with Oricl College but from 1545 it functioned independently. In 1902 it 
was incorporated into Oriel College. ‘Chen on 27 May 1636 our tenth great grandfather, later the Reverend, 
Robert Dewhurst, matriculates at Brasenose, at the age of eighteen years. ‘he entry does not record his 
taking a degree but we know from collateral information that he is an MA in 1641!%. He is ordained Priest in 
the Henry VIL Chapel on 25 Apr 1663.!4 ‘The record indicates that by 14 Jul 1677 he is Curate at Gorton. 


Brasenose College, officially The Principal and Scholars of the King’s Hall and College of Brasenose in Oxford, was

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founded in 1509. It has been said that most of the members of the College favoured the Royalist cause 
during the English Civil War.!? On 20 Mar 1650-1 a second Robert Dewhurst matriculates at Brasenose. On 
12 Oct 1654 he is awarded his B.A. The entry also records that he is Vicar of Hadlow of the Deancry of 
Melling in Kent in 1661 and refers us to Foster’s Index Ecclestasticus.° On 14 Nov 1601 Robert Dewhurst is 
appointed Perpetual Vicar of Hadlow!’. He is deceased by 2 Sep 1666 fbid}. We have examined his last will 


and testament, preserved at the National Archives under reference ‘TNA PROB 4/19751. On 16 Oct 1608 


John Dewhurst, our first cousin, thirteen generations removed, a student at Corpus Christi, is awarded his 


B.A.,. Johannes Dewhurst is ordained on 17 Feb 1611 as Pnest and again on 27 Feb 1611.'8 On 28 May 1611 
he is awarded his M.A.. ‘he entry also refers us to the Ox/ord Historical Society at x.264. Corpus Christi College 
was founded in 1517 by Richard Foxe, Bishop of Winchester. Foxe was employed as a diplomat for Henry 
Tudor and, during his reign Foxe was Keeper of the Privy Seal. Foxe was also mvolved in the foundation of 
St John’s College, as an executor of the will of Margaret Beaufort. John Dewhurst was a friend and servant 
(Jamul praesidis| of John Ramolds, President of Corpus Christi College.!° In his will Ramolds leaves to him a 


legacy.2° Rainolds had proposed the idea of the King James Bible which was produced in 161 1.?! 


We now account the later Dewhurst scholars at the University of Oxford and we turn to Foster, at p. 366.22 
On 21 Mar 1718/19 James Dewhurst, son of John Dewhurst of Prescott, matriculates at Brascnose College, 
aged nineteen years. In 1722 he is awarded his B.A. In examining the OPC records for Lancashire?*, we note 
that there has been Dewhurst activity in the Parish Church of St Mary, since the Elizabethan era but only in 
two cntrics, which were both bumials. The next occurrences are of the family of John Dewhurst of Sutton. 
‘Lhe record indicates that John’s son James Dewhurst was baptised on 9 Oct 1698 at the Church of St Mary 
the Virgin in Prescott. The dates do not quite seem to accord but it 1s hkely that the record is of the baptism 
of this scholar. It may be that the date of baptism has not been recorded correctly, or similarly in the 
matriculation register. Based upon the OPC records we are inclined to believe that the scholar’s family had 


moved to Prescott from another parish and it may be possible to trace their hneage m the records. John

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Dewhurst is ordained Priest on 13 Jun 1731.24 On 25 Nov 1747 he ts Rector of Harley; on 17 Feb 1749 he ts 
domestic Chaplain to Wilham Pultency, Ist Earl of Bath; he is Rector of Eaton Constantine between 14 Jun 
1751 and 13 Mar 1781 when he 1s deceased fibid). On 27 Feb 1739/40, Richard Dewhurst, son of Lawrence 
Dewhurst of Walton, matriculates at Wadham College, aged nineteen. Wadham College was founded in 
1610 by Dorothy Wadham, according to the will of her husband, of the ancient family of Wadham of 
Devonshire and Somerset. In the 1650s the Oxford Philosophical Club held meetings at Wadham. ‘lhe 
members of the group would go on to found ‘The Royal Society. In 1744 Richard Dewhurst graduates B.A. 
On 2 May 1764 Richard Dewhurst, son of James Dewhurst of Great Marlow, Buckinghamshire, a cleric, 
matriculates at Brasenose, aged eighteen. He is ordained Deacon on 19 Jun 1768 and Priest on 14 Nov 
1773.29 He is hcensed as Curate of Harley 20 Jun 1768 (ibid). The next occurrence in the records 1s for our 
cousins the Dewhursts of St Croix. John Heyliger Dewhurst, son of Edward Dewhurst of St Croix in the 
West Indies matriculates 17 October 1827 at Worcester College, aged 18; B.A. 1831; M.A. 1834; incumbent 
of St Phiips Melbourne 1869-83. Worcester was founded in 1714 by the benefaction of Sir ‘Thomas Cookes, 
second Baronet, of Norgrove, Worcestershire. He was ordained Deacon 13 Jan 1833, Priest on 22 Dec 1833 
and was Stipendiary Curate at Tarvin on 13 Jan 1833.°° The next entry m the register is for Wilham 
Dewhurst, an M.A. of ‘Trinity College Dublin. He receives his B.A. 1859 and his M.A. 1863. He is said to be 
admitted comitatis causa, on 28 Jun 1865. He was Curate of St Pauls m Birmingham. The entry tells us that he 
passed away on 8 Jul 1865 at the age of thirty-eight. ‘The Reverend John Frederick Dewhurst, son of John 
Heyliger Dewhurst, of Layer-de-la-Hey, Essex, cleric, matriculates at Pembroke College on 31 Jan 1865, aged 
nineteen, He receives nis B.A, 1884 and his M.A, in 1887. Then on 16 Oct 1686 Lawrence Dewhurst, son of 
Lawrence Dewhurst, gentleman, of Walsall, Staffordshire, matriculates, non-college, at the age of twenty. 

We now account the carly Dewhurst scholars at the University of Cambridge, mentioned in Venn?’, On | 
Apr 1574, in the reign of Queen Elizabeth I, our thirteenth great grand uncle James Dewhurst is admitted 
sizar at Queens’ College, at the University of Cambridge. The entry indicates that he may have been Rector 
of Congham 1580 - 1595 and in fact he was. Queens’ College is one of the oldest colleges at the University. 
li was founded in 1448 by Margret d’Anjou, the wife of Henry VI. In 1595 Robert Dewhurst, our first 
cousin, fourteen generations removed, matriculates pensioner at Trinity College, Gambnidge. ‘Trinity College 
was founded in 1546 by Henry VIII. The entry notes that Robert was a scholar from the Westminster 
College, from Cheshunt in Hertfordshire, that he entered Gray’s Inn on 9 Jun 1600, that he died 4 May 


1645, aged sixty-eight and that his will was proved in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury. Sir Robert

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Dewhurst served as Custos Brevium de Banco Regis.2® His father, Barnard Dewhurst, was a secretary to Sir 
Robert Cecil, Lord Burghley?%, who was the second longest-serving Chancellor of the University of 
Cambridge*". Barnard was also admitted to Gray’s Inn*!, Sir Robert was a worthy philanthropist and 
founded the Dewhurst School, which still exists as a school today. Robert Dewhurst is remembered in the 
Oxford Dictionary of National Biography*?. On 10 Jan 1628/9 Thomas Dewhurst is admitted sizar at 
Peterhouse, matriculating 1629. Peterhouse is the oldest constituent college of ‘The University of Cambridge, 
having been founded in 1284 by Hugh de Balsham, Bishop of Ely. hen on 26 Jun 1718, in the reign of 


George I of Great Britain, John Dewhurst is admitted sizar at St John’s. The entry indicates that he is son of 


John Dewhurst, who is buried at Colne. Consulting the OPC records for Lancashire we find a Johannes 


Dewhurst of Colne buried on 26 May 1715 at the Church of St Bartholomew at Colne.*? The entry in the 
registers also tells us that the scholar John Dewhurst was schooled at Wakefield {Mr Clark} and Threshfield 
(Mr Marshall}. ‘Vhe Queen Elizabeth Grammar School at Wakefield was founded in 1591 by Royal Charter. 
The Threshfield Grammar School was founded in 1674 by Matthew Hewitt, who left an endowment to 
provide scholarships to St John’s College.44 John Dewhurst matriculated in 1718 but died in college and is 
buried at All Saints, Cambridge, on November 21 1718. St John’s College, the College of St John the Evangelist in 
the Unwersity of Cambridge was founded in 1511 by Lady Margaret Beaufort, the mother of the first ‘Tudor 


King Henry VII of England. Then our cousin Wiliam Dewhurst of Dewhurst is admitted sizar also at St 


John’s on 13 August 1723, aged nineteen years. He is said to have been schooled at Houghton under Mr 


Northcross, matriculates 1724 and is awarded his B.A. 1727-8. ‘The entry indicates ‘PC. of St Mary, 
Eccleston, Lancs 1728-33°. He 1s said to have been born at Ribchester in 1704 and buned at Ormskirk Feb 9 
1733-4. William Dewhurst is the son of Clayton Dewhurst, of Lancashire of the Dewhursts of Boyes House, 
Ribchester. Our cousin Clayton Dewhurst, was the son of Wilham Dewhurst by his wife Mary Clayton of 
Billmgton, Clayton, a leading member of the ‘gentlemen and xxiv’, was Warden of St Wilfmd’s Church in 


Ribchester from 1707 - 1709 and was the Head of our Family.*9

We will now consider the later Dewhursts who occur at the University of Cambridge, mentioned inVenn.*° 
Edward Dewhurst, of the Dewhursts of Alston and Saint-Croix is admitted pensioner at St Johns at 
Cambridge University on 12 June 1816. The record indicates that he 1s a ‘ten-year man’, re-adm on 1 March 
1824. He is born in St Croix in the West Indies and schooled at Eton. ‘The source also states: 'name entered 
between clection 1614 and 1617, but left Eton before clection 1617,' Aton Sch. Lasts. The entry states that he 
matriculates Michelmas 1816, is B.D. in 1834. He is admitted at the Inner ‘Iemple on 19 Sep 1821, as son 
and heir of Edward, merchant of the Island of St Croix. He is said to be the brother of Henry Dewhurst. 
The entry refers us, for the West Indices family connection to Canbbeana.*’ He is ordained Deacon 10 Jul 1825 
and Priest 17 Dec 1826.58 He is Curate of Gate Helmsley 18 Dec 1825, Stipendiary Curate of Puttenham 6 
Jan 1830, Stipendiary Curate of Meldreth 28 Nov 1832 and Chaplain of the Royal Military Asylum at 
Southampton on 19 Jun 1835 (ibid). Henry Dewhurst is admitted pensioner at St Johns 12 June 1816. He is 
also born at St Croix and schooled at Eton. ‘The entry indicates that his name was entered between election 
1814 and 1817, but that he left Eton before election 1817, Eton Sch. Lasts.39 He is said to have matriculated at 
Michelmas in 1816, ‘The next occurrence in the register is on 21 March 1863, John Dalby Dewhurst 1s 
admitted pensioner at ‘Trinity. He is the son of George Charnley Dewhurst. He was born on 25 October 
1844 at Arden House, Altrincham, Cheshire. He is schooled at Harrow and matriculates Michelmas 1863. 
He is said to be a Merchant n Manchester and of Oughtrington House, Lymm. The entry states that he died 
January 1894 (Harrow School Register). ‘Then in 7 October 1874 Henry Sagar Dewhurst is admitted 
pensioner at ‘Lrinity. He is the son of Samuel Dewhurst of Pendleton. He was born 30 September 1856 at 
Manchester. He was schooled Tettenhall Staffordshire (Mr Young). Matriculates Michs. 1674 and dics 1875. 
‘Lhe following entry is for our cousins the Dewhursts of Skipton. On 18 June 1883 John Henry Dewhurst is 
admitted pensioner at ‘Trinity. He is the son of Thomas Harry Dewhurst, cotton spinner of Whin Ficld, 
Skipton, Yorkshire. He is born 27 December 1663 at Skipton. Schooled at Mill Hill under Dr Weymouth. 
Matriculates Michs. 1883; B.A. 1886; M.B., B.C. and M.A. 1890; M.D. 1899. Football (rugby) ‘blue’, 1885 
and 1886; English International Rugby Football Cap; M.R.C.S; L.R.C.P 1869. House Surgeon at St 
‘Lhomas’s Hospital; at the General Hospital ‘Tunbridge Wells; M.B.E. resident at Cotswold, Bedhampton, 
Hants, in 1941 (Mill Hill School Reg; Book of Blues; Medical Directory 1941}. ‘The next occurrence in the 
register 1s for our cousins the Dewhursts of Lymm. Gerald Powys Dewhurst is admitted pensioner at ‘Trinity 
on 17 June 1890, son of George Bakewell Dewhurst. He was born on 14 February 1872 in London and 
schooled at Repton. He matriculates, Michelmas 1890;. He is awarded his B.A. 1894. ‘The entry notes 
Football assoc.) blues in 1892, 1893 and 1894 and an International Football Cap in 1894. He is said to be a 
Cotton Merchant. The record indicates that he served during the Great War 1914 - 19. as Hon. Captain of

He is born 7 November 1874 in London and schooled at 
Repton, Matriculates at Michs. 1692, The record indicates that he served in the Great War 1914 - 1919, at 
the rank of Major in the Lancashire Hussars. He was wounded in action and employed in Navy and Army 
Canteen Board. He ts said to be of the Grange, Hartford, Cheshire. It is recorded that he died at Sandiway, 
Cheshire on April 23 1941. He is stated to be the brother of Gerald Powys Dewhurst and the entry refers us 
to the Repton School Reg., the Unwersity War List and to The Times April 25 1941. ‘Vhen Henry Dewhurst 
matriculates non-college, Lent 1895. He is admitted at St Catherines College 1 October 1696 as a choral 
exhibitioner. He is son of Robert Dewhurst. He was born 19 March 1869 in Walton-le-Dale. B.A. 1897, 
M.A. 1903. He is ordained Deacon 1898 (London); priest 1899; is Curate of Emmanuel Church Paddington 
1898 - 1901. Chaplain and Assistant Master, Forest School, Walthamstow 1901-4; Curate of Chingford Essex 
1904 - 10. Vicar of St Andrews Leytonstone 1910 - 28. Rector of Orsett 1928 - 40 (Crockford 1940). Also from 
among our Yorkshire cousins, Joseph Eldred Dewhurst is admitted pensioner at Corpus Christi College on 2 
October 1899. Son of Henry Dewhurst, gentleman. He is born on 26 September 1878 at Huddersfield. He 
was schooled at the City and Guilds Engineering College in Finsbury. He matriculates Michs. 1899. We also 
make mention of Arthur Stanley Wills, for in 1890 he is married to Hilda, the daughter of John Bonny 
Dewhurst Esq of Skipton.

Many references to the vessels used in the Chapel occur both in the former, and in 
the present, volume of the records. It may be well to give here a brief summary 
account of the set. One cup, with a paten-cover, dates from 1583; the other was 
made to match it in 1618, and to this latter year belongs the earlier of the two tankard- 
shaped flagons. The year was memorable at Gray’s Inn as that in which Francis 
Bacon was made Lord Chancellor. The second flagon has the date 1633, and the 
large paten, or dish, was made in 1639. The flagons were presented respectively by 
John Gulston, prothonotary of the Court of King’s Bench, and by Robert Dewhurst. 
Both gentlemen had been admitted to be Associates of the Bench. In 1706-7 two 
‘salvers” (p. 146) or ‘‘basons” (p. 398), bearing the date of the year previous to their 
purchase, were added to the set. They seem small for the purpose for which they 
were bought—that of the collection of alms—and have in fact been used in recent 
years as patens. All the vessels are of silver, and all, in 1767, were gilded. The figures 
as to their weight, before the gilding, appear on p. 285.

Dewhurst, Robert (1576/7—1645), lawyer and benefactor, was born at Wormley, 
near Cheshunt, Hertfordshire, the second of the five sons of Barnard Dewhurst 
(1533-1596), a Lancashire man who became an employee of William Cecil, Baron 
Burghley, and his wife, Anne Warde, who was probably a niece of Burghley's sister- 
in-law Magdalene Purvey. Barnard seems to have acted as an estate manager and 
surveyor, enjoying a status comparable to that of Burghley's secretaries who 
handled his main state business, men like Michael Hicks and Vincent Skynner. It is 
clear that this was prestigious and profitable employment. By 1589 he was acting as 
royal woodward of Hertfordshire; he was granted the leases of several manors in 
Nottinghamshire, Derbyshire, and Huntingdonshire, and died a very wealthy man, 
able to leave cash bequests totalling almost £3700. 


In 1586 Barnard Dewhurst had been appointed auditor of Westminster College, 
and it must have been about that time that the young Robert began to attend the 
school there. He went to Cambridge, matriculating as a pensioner of Trinity College 
in 1595. A year later he received £300 under his father's will, though the lion's 
share went to his elder brother, Thomas. Robert determined to train as a lawyer, 
and was admitted to Gray's Inn on 9 June 1600. In his will he recalled Apollo Pepys 
and Thomas Tyndall as the ‘companions of my youth in Grayes Inn’, and he left 
£50 ‘to the honourable societie of Grayes Inne where I have spent most of my 
dayes’, directing that the money be used to buy a silver basin and ewer ‘in 
remembrance of me’ (will, fol. 240r). Called to the bar in 1608, he had by 1626 
become custos brevium (chief clerk) in the court of king's bench, holding the office 
jointly with his brother-in-law Justinian Paget, and was associated to the bench of 
Gray's Inn in 1627. 


Thomas Dewhurst died childless in January 1612, whereupon Robert succeeded to 
their father's estates, which included property in Lincolnshire as well as a new 
family seat at the manor of Cheshunt Nunnery, Hertfordshire. Formerly the 
property of the Cecil family, whose great house of Theobalds stood just 2 miles 
south-west of Cheshunt, this estate had been leased from the crown by Thomas in 
1608 and was granted to Robert in 1614. He thus became a very wealthy man, a 
development underlined by his assessment at £13 6s. 8d. for the forced loan of 
1625. He was married three times: first, on 1 September 1620, to Prudence, 
daughter of Sir Thomas Dacres, who died nine months later on 21 June 1621; then, 
on 9 December 1630, to Anne, daughter of Roger Dye of St Mary Woolnoth, 
London, who also died within a few months, on 10 June 1631, aged only twenty- 
three. Dewhurst's third wife was Julia, daughter of Beckenham Boteler of Tewin, 
Hertfordshire, who seems also to have died at an early age, on 19 April 1637. She 
was buried in Tewin church, explaining her husband's request in his will to be 
buried in Cheshunt parish church ‘as neere the bodies of my two wives as 
conveniently may be’ (Edwards and Rooke, 10-11). There were no children of any 
of his marriages. 


In late 1642 Robert Dewhurst set up a trust for the provision at Cheshunt of 
aimshouses and the school that bears his name. In the founding indenture of 31 
December of that year it was stated that Robert Dewhurst and his sister Catherine 
Drywood, a widow now deceased, had lately built a school in Church Field. 
Cheshunt, on a site purchased from Sir Thomas Dacres, the father of Dewhurst's 
first wife. Catherine may well have been the Katherine Dewhurst who in May 1641 
had married William Drywood at Alston in Lancashire. Among the twelve trustees 
of the new foundation were Sir Thomas and his son, another Thomas, Samuel 
Wincopp, vicar of Cheshunt, Edward Atkins, serjeant-at-law, and several other 
local gentlemen. Income for the school was to be provided from farms on the 
border between Hertfordshire and Essex. It was to be organized 
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for the benefit of the poor children of Cheshunt, for the teaching them 
there to read English that they may know God the better, and also 
that they may be taught to write and cast accounts that they be the 
better enabled to be bound apprentices in some Trade and Mystery 
that they may get their living the better hereafter. (Edwards and 
Rooke, 13) 


The master was to be paid £20 a year. Four boys were to be apprenticed during the 
life of one Lewis Drywood, who was to be paid £10 per annum from the income of 
the trust's lands; after his death two new apprentices were to be added to the 
number to be maintained. Each was to be allowed £5 for his master and £1 13s. 4d. 
for indentures and legal charges. Ten poor persons were to be housed at the 
Cheshunt almshouses, where they were to receive 6d. a week plus 5 chaldrons of 
coal each year. And £2 per annum was set aside for an annual dinner at which the 
trustees were to select the apprentices and deal with other business. 


Among Dewhurst's personal bequests were £400 to his nephew Barnard Dormer 
‘towards the payment of his debtes’ and £500 to his niece Darkham, with the 
proviso that ‘her husband shall have no power to meddle with it’. To his great-niece 
Anne Gill he left £500 in gold, which he had ‘layen by divers years for her in my 
yron chest at Cheshunt Nunnery’ (Edwards and Rooke, 10). The principal 
beneficiary was her mother, also Anne Gill, whom he described as ‘my beloved 
Neece’ and appointed his executor. Cheshunt in the seventeenth century was a 
hotbed of religious nonconformity. That Dewhurst was at the very least a serious- 
minded and pious gentleman, with a strict and even puritanical outlook on life, is 
suggested both by his intentions for his school and also by his request for burial 
‘without any great solemnitie, only with a sermon for the preparation and 
mortificacion of those that shall live after me’ (ibid., 11). But his choice of ‘my good 
frend Dr Wincopp’ not only to be one of the trustees for his school but also to 
preach at his burial shows that Dewhurst remained within the established church, 
and following his death on 4 May 1645, aged sixty-eight, he was buried in St Mary's 
Church, Cheshunt. 


The school building financed by Robert Dewhurst, a three-gabled brick house with 
mullioned windows and a tiled roof, comprised a large schoolroom and 
accommodation for the master and his family. It has been several times enlarged 
since its foundation, and in 1958 underwent a change in character when what had 
previously been a boys' school was merged with St Mary's Girls’ School. But as 
Dewhurst St Mary Church of England primary school it still stands on its original 
site in Churchgate, Cheshunt, and the arms and initials of Robert Dewhurst, 
together with the date of construction, 1640. remain visible on the east wall.

The life of Giles Dewhurst of Christ Church is as poorly documented as those 
of most of his contemporaries at Oxford. A slim entry in the Alumni Oxo- 
nienses (1:400) reveals only that he was awarded his B.A. degree on 26 January 
1571 and proceeded M.A. 9 March 1574. The inventory of his goods and 
possessions, evidently taken at his death, is dated 15 October 1577, a year 
notable for an outbreak of plague or typhus that claimed many of Dewhurst’s 
Oxford colleagues that year (see Ker, 473 and McConica, 648) and perhaps 
Dewhurst’s own. 

With few exceptions Dewhurst’s library is a standard one, made up pre- 
dominantly of volumes of classical poetry and drama, mainly in Latin, and dic- 
tionarics and grammars, including two copies of Calepino’s Dictionarium 
(121.2,3). The remainder of the library is comprised mainly of Aristotle texts 
and popular commentaries on Aristotle of the period by Niphus (121.6), 
Faber (121.26), and Acciaiolus (121.27)—staples of the M.A. course—although 
the Buridanus (121.10) is more characteristic of a late medieval library. Rather 
specialized medical texts by Triverius and Actuarius (121.14,15) seem slightly 
out of place given the strongly literary character of the collection, unless 
Dewhurst had embarked on medical studies. The theological texts one might 
expect in the collection of an intending B.D. are notably absent. The col- 
lection’s chief puzzlement is found at 121.41, where the manuscript entry tan- 
talizingly suggests the Italian revenge tragedy of Gregorio Corraro, Progne, 
but which more likely is another medical book, one on prognostics, perhaps 
an edition of or a commentary on Hippocrates’ Prognostica.

not possess many of this world’s goods. The largest money 
legacy that he leaves is to his ‘servant’ John Dewhurst}, 
twenty marks, the next largest, five pounds each, to his 
brother Nicolas and his sister Alice. But of books he 
seems to have had great store. He leaves a hundred to the 
Corpus Library, and forty to the ‘ publike librarie of our 
University, first of all to be chosen by Syr Thomas Bodley, if 
I have so many fitt for that excellent woorke of his, wherewith 
it is not furnished alrcady by him or some other.’ To Queen’s, 
Merton, New College, University, and Oriel (‘in all the which 
I have either abode as student or had some part of mine 
education ’) he leaves, specifically, a valuable work each. To 
Queen’s he bequeaths thirty works more, to be selécted by 
the Provost. Exeter, Trinity, and Brascnose, as well as 
private friends, like Sir Henry Savile, the Bishop of Carlisle 
(Henry Robinson, formerly Provost of Queen’s), Dr. Airay, 
and others, are also remembered. The residue of his books 
he bequeaths to be distributed by his executors ‘among 
scholars of our University, such as for religion, honesty, 
studiousness, and towardness in learning (want of means and 
ability to furnish themselves being withal considcred) they 
shall think meetest,’ regard being first had to his own kindred, 
and then to the students of Corpus Christi, Queen's, Exeter, 
Brasenose, Trinity, the rest, in order. In a note to Wood's 
Annals, sub 1607, the names of the recipients are given with 
the number of volumes assigned to each. Many of these, we 
are told, ‘were his admirers, and had sate at his feet.’ There 
is a predominance of Corpus, Queen’s, and Brasenose men in 
the list. But, with the exception of Jesus, which, perhaps, 
was hardly yet settled, or had very few students, there is no 
college which is not fairly represented. 

There can be no doubt of the eminence of Dr. Reynolds, 
of his rare abilities, of his pure and high character, or of the 
depth and extent of his learning. With the exception of the 
open or secret adherents of the Romish Church, these qualities

It is noteworthy that both the Axtells took the oath, prescribed in 
the Statutes, as all their predecessors had done. But the small folio, 
to which | have referred above (p. 457), though it contains attestations 
to the oaths of all the other ‘ Famuli Collegii’ from 1713 to 1845 (and 
indeed of the Chaplains and Clerks from 1688), has no mention what- 
ever of the ‘Famuli Presidis.’ It would seem as if, after the Revo- 
lution, even if not before, their position had undergone some essential 
change, and they were no longer so definitely connected with the 
College as before. Still, in a book entitled ‘Old Orders and Rules,’ 
there is an allowance, under the date of Feb. 17, 1683, to ‘the Pre- 
sident’s man,’ for candles; and, even in Dr. Randolph’s time, the

them, however, by a T. Sometimes, probably, they were distinct 
from the Porters.

FAMULI PRASIDIS (President’s Servants). 


‘Volumus igitur ut Presidens duos habeat famulos ex Collegii 
impensis, alterum qui equos curet et el inserviat, alterum qui ei in 
singulis obsequiis sit paratus et diligenter intendens.’ Stat., Cap. 17. 
One of these servants seems soon to have come to be called ‘ equiso’ 
or groom, the other specifically ‘famulus Preesidis.’ It is probable 
that the latter, even at an early period, added to whatever might be 
his other duties those of a secretary or amanuensis. ‘The two first 
recorded of the ‘ Clerici Computi’ had probably both been previously 
‘famuli Preesidis. This was undoubtedly the case with Robert Aisley. 
Hugh Collins and Henry Silly seem to have become Notaries Public, 
and, indeed, probably executed the office while still in the service of the 
President. Henry Silly attests documents, as 2 Notary Public, almost 
immediately after his appointment. John, Dewhurst, another Fam. 
Prees., appears from the dates to have become a Chaplain. With
